AN ADVENTUNOUS JOURNEY, 
Our rendors will be pleased to learn that 
Mr W. 2. Woenyon and bis companion Mr 
. Cowen have reached Shaaghsi in safety 


after a perilous journsy overland from tho | whole was rather eojoyable, “Wherever oir- ¢y, 


West River to the Yangtse. Mr Cowen has 
gone to Japan for # prolonged stay; Mr 
Wenyon returns to Bongkong, Without 
escort, native or foreign, and iy civilised 
dress, they passed through the heart of anti- 
+ foreign Hunan, and we learn from the China 
Goaette, whiob has been supplied with « 
brief narrative of the journey by Mr Cowen, 
that they stayed long enough in every city, 
town end ‘villige on thoir route, from end to 


end of the province, going through tho 
principal strecte and mixing and lalking 
with the people, to sutiefy themacives that 
they bad thoroughly investigated the place, 
They had troubles, of conrss, incessant 
troubles of oe sort or another, but nover of 
an extreme type; daogera to life and limb 
and health and property abounded, but never 
came really near, The peopleat times made 
themselves ‘ very superflucus,” but relations 
were cover strained to the point of drawing 
revolvats in self defence, nor of having to 
fly for safety, The eloments of disturbance 
wore alwaya prosont, always liable to develop 
seriously 3f nat kept in hood; bot with a 
thorough knowledge of tho language-~and, 
what ie moro important, of tha people and 
their waya and ideas—-i¢ was elwaya possible 
to keep thom well in hand. ; 
How We ser on. 

Leaving Hongkong, said Mr Cowen, in the 
middle of April my travelling companion and 
1 proceeded in the ordinary way by steamer 
to Canton, which was to be tho real etartiag 
point.of our journey. My friend ia agentle- 
Toan well versed in the Chineso language, 
which he spoake with a familiarity of idiom, 
particularly thosa of the Southern dialeots, 
seldom attained by foreigners, and this 
accomplishment, backed by an intimate 
knowledge of the interior, rendered bim an 
invalgable associate in the journey we were 
about to underteke. At Canton oor first 
care wes to seonte a boat for the journey ap 
the Weet River, We had no difficulty in 
securing & large, commodious craft of the 
ordinary typo, o Aaw-tau-shuan, or what is 
known amongst foreigners as a mandarin 
house-boat, It was flat bottomed, drawing

about attacking foreigners, for after looking 
atusaftew moments, and giving vont ton 
fow borrible onrses, the rufligns pot about 
and left a2." 


Oar journey ap the West River on the 


cumetsnoces permittod wo left tho boat and: 
walked inte the country, while the nen poled 
our‘Httle craft aloug, Wuthow is au im- 
portant trade centre, the produote of the rioh 
country-around being all brought there for 
distributlon ; rise, timber, wedioines, opiam 
and gold are chiefly desit in. We had no 
trouble with the people, aud after avein; 
everything we wanted to eee, wo prosead 
on ont way, inavortherly direstion, towards 
Eweilio, the capital of ae hs 
TWANGAT, 
seaing on the way, for the first time, people 
washing gold on the bsoks of the river, 
The approach to Kwellis Je very dittloalt, 
the river being full of rocks, oasoades, 
rapide, and other obstructions to navigation, 
‘The boatmon managed tho craft with wou- 
dorfal adroitness aod skill, and it ie thrill- 
ing in the extrema to seo them dragging and 
poling right ops waterfall, for should the 
tow-rope part the bost and all in her would 
be precipitated on the rogks below and 
shivered into a thousand pieces. Needless 
to aay ty friend and I got cut and walked 
along the bank in the dangerous scotions, 
Tho river ia from } tog 4 milo wide and in 
uomo places the current appeats tu be about 
80 miles an boar. . 

The oountry between Wuchow and 
Kweilia is very bare, and desolate, mostly 
mountainous, The towns are very adarce 
and agriculture almost, utterly neglected, 
Tudeed we saw miles upon tiiles of country 
that would maka beantifnl billeide pastare, 
lying completely uncured for, Tho people 
wera vory friendly but extremely oyrinus.to. 
know all about ua, We bed no trouble of 
importance at Kvwoilia and saw all we want- 
ed to sea without let or hindrance. Here 
wo bade farewell to the baat_which had car- 


many miles and act ont for 
A Loe TRAMP 

throngh the province of. Kwangsi. Tha 
woathor wes terribly hot ; there had been vo 
rain for weeks and our exporionces from the 
very beginning were trying in the oxtrome. 
The ground was baked rod-hot so that it 
barood our fost even throngh the thiok 
boote which wa wore, and san bats werd 
utterly useless, So bad was it during the 
fow days that followad onr departare from 


scarcely more than a foot of water, and 
was ‘manned by a crow of ten, Wo 
then procured a fow necessary eundrics to 
complete our equipsient, although the 
extect of our preparations at Hongkong 
bad loft very little to be dona in that 
respect.
